House to decide 
Hansen penalty 



TWIN FALLS - The U.S. House 
of Representatives Is scheduled to 
consider' today a committee rec- 
ommendation that Rep. George 
Hansen be reprimanded for filing 
false financial disclosure state- 
ments. 

Hansen, contacted late Monday 
at his Washington, D.C., office, 
said, he will urge fellow reprc-.,. 
sentatives to vote against the reso- 
lution for reprimand, but he says 
even If the reprimand Is approved, 
the result will ben personal victo- 
ry. ■ 

The seven-term Republican says 
the House Committee on Standards 
of Official Conduct recommended 
the "lightest" punishment availa- 
ble to it. "Con^^man Jim 
Hansen of Utah — no relation ~ 
said that's tantamount to exonera- 
tion," said the Idaho Republican. 

"That's 180 degrees from what 
the court did," sold Hansen, 
comparing the committee recom- 
mendiitlon to his April 2, four- 
count felony (jonvIcHon. 

Hansen .faces S-IS months Im- 
prisonment and 940,000 in fines for 
falling (0 disclose $333,078 in loans 
and other transactions on dis- 
closure forms required under the 
federal Ethics in Government Act 
of 1978. He Is appeallnii' that de- 
cision.' 

"I plan to very forcefully dcm- 
onstralc that we've compiled wlUi 
the rules," said Hansen of his" 
planned debate. He said ha plans to 
show "all kinds of certification" 
that he had approval of the House 
Ethics Committee, In the manner

in v/hlch he fUed his federal "sun- 
shine reports." 

Hon^ said he will also argue 
that the proposed House action la 
premature and that be should not 
be crlinJiully chained lor a vlo- 
latlon of a law that was Inteoded 
"fbrdvll enforcement." 

Hansen said If the House adopts 
the proposal, It could "stick the 
necks of other memtiers of Con- 
gress in nooses, . . . Including Rep.

didate." ' 

When asked If other members of 
Congress will rise to debate ui his 
behalf,' Hansen said he waa unsure 
what would occur in llglit of a 
one-hour tlmelliplt on dehale. . 

Meanwhile,' Idaho's other Con- 
gresBman, Rep. Larry Craig, who- 
Is also « R^ubllcan, announced, 
that he wfll not vote Ott'HaoBen's 
reprimand. • - -

Suit by migrants 
centers on housing

^ SAN blEGO - A landowner's duty 
CO provide safe housing for migrant 
workers, including Illegal aliens, is 
the focus of a trial spawned by a fatal 
tire In a makeshift hovel three ^cars 
ago. 

Two men Injured In the fire and the 
' mother of a man who was killed arc 
- suing the past and present landowners 
for more than $9 million In damages. 
They allege that tlie landowners 
should not have allowed, (lie workers 
— all UireQ were illegal aliens — to 
live in unsafe housing. 

A lawyer for the defease, however, 
said It will argue, thai the workers 
were actually at fault. 

The case could have national im- 
plications for farmers and ranchers 
who hire migrants, according to law- 
yers for the plaintiffs and a leading 
Hispanic civil rights organization. 

ITiose lawyers said the case could 
affect ttie several million Mexicans 
now employed Illegally In the United 
States, including an csMmated 3 
million who have been In the country 
since 1582 and could gain legal resi- 
dence under the provisions of a major 
Immigration law proposal now' pend- 
ing in Congress. 

That proptoai; the Slmpson-Mazzoll 
bill, would also allow Mexicans to 
come Into the United Stales legally as 
"guest workers," with the number 
depending on each season's demand

the current version carries no specific 
standards for housing provided by 
landowners or employers, according 
to the head of tlie Hispanic cIvU rights 
group.

Reed said he will claim at the trial, 
which Is scheduled to open In Superior 
Court here Aug. 30, that the defen- 
dants had a duty' to "exercise ordi- 
nary care" to avoid exposing the men 
to "an unreasonable risk of harm."

Industry spokesmen 
want wild area limits

WASHINGTON - Idaho's rcsouite 
Industries say there should be a limit 
to the amount of the' state to be 
preserved as wilderness, ai^^g that 
Jobs and people also need consid- 
eration. 

Testifying before a House sub- 
committee Monday, representatives 
of the timbw and nrinlng Industries 

said a wilderness proposal sponsored 
by the Idaho congressional delegation 
and opposed by conservationists 
would have the le^l impact on jobs. 

Joseph M. Hlnson, executive 
director of the Idatto Forest Industry 
Council, said the delegation bill would 
cost only 310 timber jobs, compared to 
5,892 Jobs for a bill propped by the 
Wlldionds Defense Coaliton. 

"Wilderness proponents allege that 
lost timber industry Jobs will be 
compensated by Jobs In the recreation 
industry," Hbison noted. "But that's a 
totally illogical assumption. 



"Those robbed of their employment 
are sawyers, choker setters, heavy 
equipment operators, mlllworkers 
and foresters. They are not likely (o 
find employment as waiters, 
. salespeople or guides. ' 

"What these people, many of them 
Idaho natives, might do for a living, I 
don't know," he added. "But I think 
we can agree that their fortunes do 
not lie In the recreation Industry." ■ 

The -bill proposed by the Idaho 
delegation would add 526,000 acres of 
wilderness preserves in ' the state, 
which already has more than 3 million 
acres of designated wildemess'areos, 
the most of any state outside Alaska. 
However, conservationists complain 
that more should be preserved. 

Robert T. Hitchcock of Evergreen 
Forest Products Inc., testifying on 
lands hi the Payette National Forest, 
said the forest in southwestern Idaho 
"has already dedicated enough land 
and resources to the National 
Wilderness Preservation System."

World health care 
could be improved 

The water is generally safe to drink and sewage 
disposal problems' have been all but eliminated- from 
America. Infant care has improved to the point that 
even very premature babies with severe healtli defects 
stand a good chance of survival. 

We sometimes forget that a' third of the world's 
population, perhaps 2 billion people, live without those 
basic health necessities. Millions of lives could be 
saved worldwide with relatively simple and inex- 
pensive improvements in health care. 

That is one conclusion of yet another new study on 
world health. Another Is that in rich nations, Including 
America, the main Health hazards are cancer and 
i-heart-dlsease which-affect-those in-mlddle age, often 
the nation's most productive citizens. 

Simple changes in diet, curbs on the use of alcohol 
and'tobacco, and basic research for low-cost cures 
could decrease the death rates further in more 
developed nations, t^ie study found. 

Now none of this ought to surprise us. We all know 
the benefits of simple activities lilie exercise, watching 
our weight and controlling what we eat, drlni< and 
smoke. 

But of the health problems in other nations, we often 
know little. We know of major incidents like starvation 
in Biafra, but what is difficult for us to grasp is that 
-such-sgualor-and malnutrition are-commonplace in. 
much of the world. 

This summer, as another grain irt/p comes (o 
maturity In the Magic Valley, we might recall that 
there is enough productivity on these few acres to feed 
more than a levy hungry nations. 'We have much to be 
thankful for, not the least of which is our'health care 
and the land's enormous productivity.

How 
is Uie everyday citizen supposed to come to any 
reasonable judgment on an iHSue of such overriding 
signj/fcance to the i)eoplo in the area when our 
clyctcd and appointed piit)llci;crvanls arc resorting 
toQ^anness and name calling? Tlil.'i Is clouding the 
picture. 

Some history is needed. In 1977 a group of citizens 
U'cnt to the I'ublic Utilities Commission to asit for 
ratepayer compensation for llie energy lost due to 
Idaho Power's apparent failiire to protect it's water 
rigtilson the Snake Uiver. II was their contention 
that (ijversions of water for irrigating new lands 
had reduced the flow In the river. This lowers the 
power production from the dams con.sumcrs had 
paid for. Asa result we wore lo.slng'oleelricity 
which had lo t»e made up from other more 
expensive supplies, thereby iiicrcaslnii everylmdy's 
electric hills.

However, some users, under the guisc 
of a net'd for economic development want to lake 
more free water to expand irrlgaiton pumping. 

Idaho I'ower does not consume any waler. lis 
only use is for generating electric power. Most of 
the water In the Snake River is consumptively used 
for irrigation. According lo theSlatc Water Plan. 99 
|}ercent of the water consumed In southern Idaho Is 
for irrigation. 

Tlie ([uestion no\iJ before the public is wlielher we 
arc going lo further deplete the flow in the Snake 



■ River to Irrigate more land and reduce production , 
of the hydropower system. Should a decislonljc 
made (o do Uils through subordination oi Idaho 
Power's vested water rights at Swan Falls, new 
powcrplifits will have to \x built to replace the lost 
energy. 

Someot our public officials say that this will not : 
- raise rates for electricity. The evidence does not 
support tlieir contention.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate, without a vote to spare. 
"Monday ordered a halt to the liUbuster preventing Congress from ■ 
guaranteeing California's access to cheap electricity from Hoover 
Dam. 

The Senate voted 60-28 to invoke cloture, limiting the ability of Sen. ' 
Howard Metzcnbaum, IHJhlo, to stall the bill through debate and 
amendments. The 60 votes were precisely the number needed. 

The vote did not end debate Immediately. Each member of ttic 
Senate now may take-up to an hour of debate, ancl there arc 100 
members. 



In addition, Mctzenbaiim may continue offering amendments, 
though he may not have' time to explain them. The Ohio senator [IIekI 
156 proposed amendments with the Senate clerk before debate . 
began, and only a handful have been dealt with so far.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The House voted Monday for portions of 
the administration's anti-crime package that President Reagan has 
used as a campal^ issue against the E>emocrat-controlled chamber. 

The five bills passed by voice vote were not among the most 
controversial [Kirtlons of the package, and basically closed loopholes 
in federal criminal law. 

President Reagan has repeatedly accused t,hc House of slaiUng on 
the entire package, which was passed as a single, comprehensive hill 
by the Republican-controlled Senate.

U.S. record 
denies Gross 
a third gold 

West German tops, individuals; 
Americans notch 3 more golds

LOS ANGELES ~ Michael Gross of 
"West Germany became the first dou- 



ble gold winner of the 1984 Summer 
Olympics Monday with a world- 
record performance. buL he was de- 
nied a third title when the United 
States, anchored by Bruce Hayes, 
won IJic BOO-mcter freestyle relay by 
the stretch of uliand. 

The United States continued its 
medals domination with three golds 
on UiG second day of competition, ft 
has nine golds and 15 medals overall. 
'. In addition to swimming, the United 
States Monday won a gold in shooting 
and looked strong in women's 
basketball, gymnastics, cycling and 
boxing, where all three Americans — 
Paul Gonzalez, Virgil iiiii and 
Evander Holyfleld — won first-round 
.bouts. 

■ West Germany moved inio second 
place in t>ic medals' count, with 
seven, while Canada and China were 
tied for third wlthslx. 




In weightllftlnB, Wu Shude and la\ 
Runmfng of China won the gold and 
silver medals In the 123-pound 
WGlghtllftIng event. 

Wu, 25, had a total of 589^ pounds to 
beat Lai, whose total was 584 pounds. 

The swimming relay race was 
memorable and dramatic, with the 
United States breaking a world record 
Its second-string team had set in 
qualifying earlier In the day. 

It was Gross who kept the United 
States from winning all four swim- 
ming gold medals on the first day of 
competition by taking the 200-mcter - 
butterfly. 

And Monday he added another 
world record, another gold, and 
nearly a third as the anchor of the 
relay. 

Hayes' teammates had given him a 
two-length lead when he dove Into the 
water for the last 200 meters. But 
Gross quickly made up one length and 
even moved ahead before both 
swimmers swam toward the finish 
line in a dead heat. 

Then, Gross seemed to tire, moving 
toward the left of his lone, and Hayes 
won the race at the wall by the length 
of a hand. That gave the U.S. swim- 
ming team Its sixth gold medal in 
swimming. 

The relay time was 7 minutes, is.cd 
seconds and broke the world record of 
7:18,87 set earlier in the .day with n 
U.S. squad 'that, by team policy, 
included two swimmers who qualified 
only for the relay preliminary, In 
swimming relays, it is not necessary

RAPID CITY, S.D. (AP) -The flrst 
National High School Rodeo Finals to 
be held in Rapid City was generally 
'described as a successful one, but 
there were a few criticisms about 
security, camping spaces and prices. 

"It was a very successful function 
for the National High School Rodeo 
As3ocialloi\," said R.R. Domer, 
Topcha, Kan., an association director 
since l!)G9. 

"It was one of the best rodeos we've 
ever had. It was the smoothest run 



we've had for kids and .the best 
weatherever." 

The seven-day rodeo wilh 1,172" 
contestants ended Sunday. It was held 
the previous three years in Douglas, 
Wyo. Four cities - Rapid City, 
—Douglas,— WinnGmucca,—Nev„_and- 
Yakima, Wash. — want to become the 
rodeo's permanent home, 
'■ But if a permanent site is picked, 
the rodeo probably won't go there

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Earnings ahead of inflatibn

WASHINGTON - In furtlier evidence that Amer- 
icans are keeping ahead or hillatlon, the gov- 
ernment reported Monday that earnings of workers 
with Ml-tlme Jobs advanced 5.4 percent throu^ the 
second quarter of 1984. 

The increase in average weekly earnings from 
J308 In the semnd quarter of 1983 to $325 from April 
through June ol thls^ear eclipsed a 4.3 percent rise 
In the Consumer Price Index over the same period, 
thel^bor Department said. 

The report, based on the Census Bureau's mon- 
thly Curren t Population jSurvey of_some_60,O00 
randomly selected U.S. households, mirrored find- 
ings In the agency's "Real Earnings" report 
released last week in conjunction with publication 
of the J[une consumer price figures. 

In the earlier report, the department's Bureau of 
Labor Statistics said that after adjustment for 
inflation, the weekly earnings of workers rose 0,2 



percent in June after falling i percent in May. For 
alt of 1984, that report said, weekly earnings were 
up 2 percent. 

The findhigs contained In Monday's report were 
based on answers to government survey questions 
seeking to learn how much individuals and families 
usually earned. Including tips, overtime and com- 
missions, before taxes and other deductions were 
taken out of their paychecks. 

These "usual weekly eamlngs'''8tatlstics covered 
some 74.7 mlUJon workers, excluding those who are 
self-employed. 

The weekly earnings of American families with 
one or more wage and salary workefs averaged . 
^S50Lhi.thtsecond.quartet^up-7,l-percent from the 
$468 flgure registered during- the same period in 
1983,thereportsald.-' 

Among the other findings in the survey were 
these: 

• Fifty-four percent of all wage<aming families, or 
nearly 22 million, had two or more breadwinners. 
The average weekly earnings for these families 



totaled $652, compared with $326 for families with a 
sole wage-eamer in the household. 

• The average weekly earnings of married-couple 
families, at $545, continued to be roughly twice as 
high as thoseof families headed by women, at $279. 

• WhUe average weeWy earnings of white ramillcs, 
$508, continued to be hl^er than for either blacks, 
$336, or Hisponlcs, $385, the earnings of all three 
groups rose over the year. This was In contrast to 
the figures reported during the second quarter of 
1983, when only the earnings of whites went up. 

• Among the some 74.7 million Individuals with 
full-time wage or salary Jobs, the average weekly 
earning of men totaled $399, compared with $258 
for women. Average weekly earnings of whites 
totaled $333, about $70 higher than that for black 
and Hispanic workers. 

■ About three-fifths of the estimated 6.S million' 
families with one member officially categorized as 
unemployed had a full-time working household 
member. The average weekly earnings for these 
famllicstotaied$338.

Plan, save that dependency deduction 



If you're among the hundreds ot 
thousands of young men and women 
who graduated from high school this 
past spring, dr If you're among their 
parents, the odds are you think that if 
thelcids now go on to college, thai 
means the end of your$l,000 
dependency deduction for the chllij. 

This Is not necessarily so. 

Merely by using a little tax 
planning, you still can nail down this 
deduction. Below are five general 
misconceptions to be thrown away. 

1} Your21-year-oidsonhasstartcd 

about $2,000 for his college expenses. 
Under the Income limitation for the 
dependency deduction, the dependent 
must earn less than $1,000 in income 
subject to tax to be eligible for the 
exemption.

2) Say your daughter will earn 
about $3,000 this summer and you, the 
taxpayer, expect to provide another 
: $2,500 in support. You're supplying

less than half the child's support, 
killing the dependency deductioiL 
yes? Maybe not, says Prentice-Hall In 
a privately circulated tax letter, 
Under on olten overlooked rule, what 
irdaughtcr L'linib iluusiiut " ' 
automatically count as support thnt 
she supplies herself. Wtint counis Is 
the amount she actually spends tor 
her support. Say she puts $350 of her 
earnings into a savin^^ account and 
you, the parents, piclaip the tab for an 
extra $200 of her expenses. Now your 
daughter can use the bank savings for 
expenses next year and some Interest 
on the $350 and you can get the $1,000 
dependency deduction. 

Wliy? Foryour daughter's earnings 
to be considered support, she actually 
must' use them for support. The term 
support includes food, shelter, 
clothing, education, ttie like, in lliis 
Instance, the daughter is putting some 
money In the bank; you're picking up 
a small amount other expenses; 



you're supplying $2,700 of support ; 
your daughter Is supplying 52,(50, or 
less than half. 

3) Your daughter has won a big 
college scholarship, so you figure you 
now provide her with less than halt of 
her support and won't be able to claim 
the exemption. Not true. If a 
dependent wins a scholarship, there 
actually Is a two-way tax break. First, 
[he sctiolarship money is tax-tree to 
the parcnts and to the child. Second, 
the parents can still get the 
dependency dedue ti onjio m att er how 
■jiglhcTcJiDlaTshipisTThiitiffbc'danse" 
scholarship money is not considered 
support — so in this instance, you, the 
taxpayer, are still entitled to the 
deduction. 

Forinstance,theSmith5pay$4,500 
tpward their daughter's college 
expenses. She has won a scholarship 
worth $4,800. Result: Shels still their 
dependent for the purposes ot the tax 
law, and since the scholarship doesn't 
matter for purposes of the deduction, 
the Smiths supplied more than half 
their daughter's support — $4,500 out 
'of $4,500. 

4) Suppo5eyourEonwllleam$3,500 
this year while you provide $3,000 for 
his support. Your son will need all the 
money he makes for his support 
expenses so it appears that he Is 



definitely providing more than half 
his support and you can't claim the 
dependency deduction. But maybe 
nol. There's a lot more to support than 
educational expenses. 

For instance, the "fair rental 
value" of your son's lodging while he 
Is at home during the year counts as 
support supplied to him. Assuming 
the school year is only eigjil monltis 
long, the costs ol the child's lodging at 
home during the other four months 
may bo enough to put your support 
expenses over the mo re-than-half 
support amount. 

5) Yourchildeanis$3,000lnl0f!-1, 
all ol which will go lor support; you 
provlde$4,000ofsupport; butyour 

child still needs a $2,000 student loan 
to make ends meet, If your child lakes 
out thcloan, your dependency 
deduction is lost. (The child provides 
SS,000, or more than half the support, ] 
To protect your dependency 
exemption, you, thcparcnt, should 
take out the loan in your name. 

Ail these possltiillllcs complicate 
the Issue. But tax planning now can 
help you retain your deduction and 
l ega( ly help slash your taxes. i

"We are certainly going to try our 
hardest — and we have powerful tools 
at our disposal — to provide a contin- 
uation of banklng-sovices and avoid 
that kind of shock to the syston," lie 
said. 

Volcker, testifying before the con- 
gressional Joint Economic Commit- 
tee, said the problems of big banks 
have been complicated by an Interna- 
tional financial situation In which 
some developing countries have had 
trouble making payments on huge 
loans to U^. banks. 
■ At Slid) a-tlme..he sald.ialluie of. 
Continental "could clearly have Influ* 
ences directly on the depositors in- 
volved" — meanhig other big banks. 

If the government had not guaran- 
teed all of Continental's deposits — 
which the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corp. announced It would last 
spring — questions could have been 
raised "v^ether pressures would 
extend to other banks that might be in 
a fundamentally stronger position 
than Continental Illinois .was," 
Volcker said.

Last week, after attempts to find a 
private merger partner for Conti- 
nental failed, federal regulators 
moved to assume $4.5 billhm of Ccmtl- 
nental's loans and laject $1 billion tn 
new capital — In effect taking control 
ofthebank. 

Rep. Lee Hamilton, D-Ind., asked at 
the hearing uliether that meant the 
government tiad adopted a policy of 
not letting big banks fall while letting 
small banks go under. 

Volcker replied that the policy was 
to maintain a healthy banking 
system^ keeping banks of any size in 
operation In most cases, no matter 
their size, through federally assisted 
mergers when necessary. ' 

He noted that Continental Illinois i 
had held about $1 billion In loans 
purchased from Oklahoma's Penn 
Square Bank before that histltutlon 
failed two years ago — a situation he 
said made Continental's plight unique ' 
and unlikely to be repeated. 

Volcker also said the Federal De- 
posit Insurance Corp. was well 
equipped to handle the Chicago bank 
for the tlme being, with the FDIC'a 
Insurance fund of about tl6- billion 
. more_than_iinvIe . t o meA. an y., 
foreseeable problems elsewhere In 
banking. , ; 

A major problem for a number of 
big U.S. banks concerns their foreign 
loans, many of which the bonks have 
been reluctant to write off as un- 
collectible. 

Volcker^sald It was Indeed unlikely 
that some of the blgge^ of those loans 
would.bc repaid "In the foreseeable 

period"." 

But he added, "That's not to say 
they (the borrowers) can't service 
those loons, make interest payments . 
.. and that those assets In the end wUl 
not prove to be satlsfacloiy assets." 

He said banks should continue to 
decide whether to write down the 
value of International loons on a 
country-by-country basis. Loans to 
Mexico, for example, lock much bet* 
tor than they once did, he indicated. 

However, Volcker was less en- 
couraging about loans to Poland, and 
he said big loans to Argentina were 
"susceptible to Improvement." 

He was also asked how Interna- 
tional loan problems mt^t be affect- 
ing Interest rates. 

"I don't think it is a fundamental 
cause of high latere^ rotes," Volcker 
replied.

Off icials fear 
drilling may 
threaten lake

CRATER LAKE, Ore. — A revised 
environmental impact assessment 
due next month could lead to round- 
thMlock drilling next to Crater Lake 
National Park -in a search for 
geothermal energy - water heated by 
the roots of tbe volcano that created 
the lake. 

But park officials are concerned 
that exploratory drilling within a mile 
of the park's boundary could affect 
the nation's deepest lake and disturb 
the 500.000 people who come to the 
L, .quiet park each year. 

"In i.oop years, Crater Lake will be 
one of the true benchmarks of un- 
touched land. We have a responsibili- 
ty to protect that," said Park Superin- 
tendent Robert E. Benton. 

"We are not an Island in the middle 
of an ocean. Things that go on around 
us have an effect on us," added Jon 
Jarvis, resource management 
specialist aVth'e ^hrk. "Thus for we 
haven't seen the kind of research Into 
this proposal to allow us to say there 
will or will not be an Impact on Crater 
Lake." 

Next summer, California Energy 
Co. plans to send a drill rig into the 
WInema National Forest, next to the 
park, where the company holds leases 
covering 100,000 acres, 

It wants to drill between four and 20 . 
holes 4,000-fcet deep in a search for' 
water heated by remnants of the 
volcanic activity that shaped the 
Cascade Mountains over the past SO 
million years. 



Under the right conditions, the wells 
could produce enough steam to spin 
electrical generators. ' 

Efforts by other companies to de- 
velop geothermal resources outside 
Yellowstone and Lassen Volcanic na- 
tional parks have been quashed 
t}ecause of concerns they could harm 
the parks' geysers, hot springS' and 
othernatural attractions, he said. 

"But we feel this work can be done, 
that it Is compatible with the 
environment and this can produce 
power," said Cal Energy vice presi- 
dent James L. Moore. 

Crater Lake was formed 6,845 years 
ago when Mount Mazama erupted, 
shooting volcanic.ash as far away as 
British Columbia. After the volcano^ 
had ejected all of its molten rock it 
collapsed and water gradually filled 
the hole. A( eating the lake that Is 1,937 
feet at its deepest. 

"This eruption was 40 times Mount 
St. Helens," which blew Its top In 
Washington in 1980, said Joe La Flcur, 
the field geologist who persuaded Cal 
Energy to file for the leases. "It was 
so recent It's got to have a lot of heat 
left." 

WInema National Forest granted 
the leases under a contingency rights 
stipulation. That means thai as each 
step Is taken toward production, (he 
U.S. Bureau of Land Management 
assesses the environmental Impact 
and imposes conditions. 

Cal Energy was Issued the leases In 
January and BLM issued its Initial 
environmental assessment In May 
with a draft "finding of no significant 
impact."

The revised environmental 
assessment due in August will 
address questions raised by the Na- 
tional Parks Service and the Sierra 
Club. 

Robert W. Fullmoto. a BLM physi- 
cal scientist In Portland, said the next 
step Is for a final BLM "finding of no 
-significant impact," followed by 
application for permits for each Indi- 
vidual well. If the company wants to 
deepen or enlarge any ot the holes It 
will .have to go through the whole 
process again, he said. 



He said that so far it appears BLM 
will allow tlie exploratory drilling. ' 

If the drilling finds enough hot 
water, Cal Energy estimates the 
leases could produce between 1,000 
and :i.ooo megawatts of electricity for 
.sale to Cillfornia. 

Environmental groups are wary. - 
"I don't see any problem with 
testing, but I ihink w(j should be 
concerned about what comes next If 
they go into production." said Bill 
Wood of the Sierra Club, 



Citizens urged to spend hour on crime watch

WYNNEWOOD, Pa. (AP) - Amer- 
icans are being urged to take to the 
streets next month in an hour-long 
"National Night Out" against crime, 
which organizers hope will deter 
crooks by focusing millions of wat- 
chful eyes on them. 

People across ttic notion are being 
asked to perch on their porches, 
stoops or sidewalks^ for an hour the 
night of Aug. 7, both to deter crime 
and to show they arc fed up with its 
'menace, Matt Peskin, executive 
director of the National Association of 
Town Watches, said in an interview 
Thursday at his suburban 
Philadelphia oflicc. 

The Idea has been endorsed by 
Philadelphia Mayor W. Wilson Goode. 
who'hcld a news conference earlier 
this month urging that residents take 
part, as well as officials in' Min- 
neapolis, Pittsburgh, Birmingham, 
Ala., and other communities. 

Peskin said he and some oUier 
members of the organization were 
looking for ways to increase citizen 
participation and spirit in the Town 
Watch program, a cooperative antl- 
crime effort Involving citizens and 
police.

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Mackay range rider likes life close to home

MACKAY - Vic Johnson considers 
the two-hour drive from his ranch 
near Macltoy to Idaho Fails a /ortg 
trip. He's ilving proof that a wiaj man 
isn't aiways a worldly man. 

The cool blue eyes under the rim ol 
the white cowboy hat have the loolt of 
strength, and a hint of wanderlust — 
not" for ffiMway places but for this 
place Ijeside these mountains the way 
it was 100 years ago. 

He knows life's changing but he 
Intends to carve out his own world, 
right wlierc he is as long as he can. 

Johnson, the summer range rider 
for the Copper Basin Cattlemen's 
Association, may be amonfj the last of 



an endangered species — the Amerl 
can cowboy. 

"Down the road you're not going to 
find somebody to push cows and stay 
In the mountains like this," Johnson 
says. "I'm not saying there aren't 
going to be cowboys anymore. But 
things are changing." 

He spends five months each year 
without running water or electricity, 
responsible for 1,500 head of cattle. 

In the iGaOs and ld40s the present- 
day Boone Creek Association was also 
part of his responsibility and he wat* 
ched over 3,500 head. 

"This riding Job I've got, It's just 
like being an alcoholic," he said bi on 
Interview at his home recently, two 
days before he would leave to ^nd 
the rest of the summer at Copper 



Basin. "It gets in your blood and you 
don't want to do anything else. ' ' 

His goal is to ke^ the Job until 1987 
and complete 50 consecutive years of 
riding range In the beautiful area 
between Mackay and Sun Valley 
where his parents settled In 1916. 

.The goal looked like it might not 
come true two.year8 ago when he had 
a hip operation, but he proved doctors 
wrong the following summer when lie 
was back in his saddle. 

"I've been around these mountains 
all my life. I wouldn't trade anything 
.for the Lost River Valley," Johnson 
says, "The mostrenjoyabie thing in 
the world is riding with a bunch of 
cows with a good chew of snoosc! ' ' 

Johnson says in the old days he 
would go weeks without seeing 



another soul in Copper Basin. But 
lately it's becoming a popular haunt 
of fishermen stalking native titiut In 
the upper, reaches of the Big Lost 
River and for backpackers seeking its 
isolated mountain trails. 

On almost any day if he's near a 
road he's offered a beer and conversa- 
tion. If he sees somebody In the 
ovenlng. It's dinner and a drink of 
whiskey. 

In return, he offers directions and 
stories of the land and Its history. 
Some might suppect an element of the 
tall talc In his stories, but the scar on . 
his leg is cbnvlncirig evidence of a 
bout he hod with a bearyears ago. 

The tanned hide of a Canadian lynx 
on a Ilving room wall bears a hole 
from a .32-calibcr special piercing its 



side as proof of his marksmanship. 

Johnson's son Scott manages the 
family's 1,000-acre ranch near 
Mackay v^He he rides for the 
association. Together they run about 
600 cows. 

From the window of their home the 
Johnsons can see Idaho's tallest 
mountains — the Lost River Range. 

Johnson admits he has not traveled 
much In his life but says u^at he has 
seen doesn't hold a candle to what he 
has at home, He feels fortunate 
because In a sense the world has come 
to-hhn.-For..the past-lO years the 
Johnsons have hosted a geology field 
camp for undergraduate students 
from Pennslyvania's Lehigh Unlver-r 
sity at the cow camp In Copper Basin. 

Johnson, his wife Florence and 



daughter Vickie Northrop made the 
long drive back to the school in early 
June to accept on award for making 
the geology field class a success. 

The-dass on glacial geology brings 
with it.ZS to 40 students and three 
professors. The camp Is about five, 
miles from the homestead and over 
the years 12 masters degrees In 
geology have been completed by stu- 
dents who have remained to stay with 
the family. 

Many of the students have moved to 
far-away places, but they stay In 
touch with the man who showed them 
the way of the land. 

"If one of them gets married, we 
always get on Invitation to the wed- 
ding," Johnson says, "It's been like 
one big family." 



Moon rocks preserved as national treasure

SPACE CENTER, Houston - In a 
laboratory warehouse of gleaming 
Bteoi, scrubbed glass and filtered air, 
protected by security worthy of crown 
Jewels, more than 600 pounds of gray 
moon rocks are preserved as a na- 
tlonaljreasure. „ 

The rocks were carefully collected 
starting 15 years ago In six Apollo 
landings on'thc lunar surface, brought ' 
to Earth in sealed bo^es, unpacked in 
airtight cabinets and stored since then 
maiiUylnoxygen-freevaultsorlabs. ' 

To a layman, the rocks look like 
unimpressive, dusty gray chunks. 
Green cheese would be more exciting. 

But for scientists, the Apollo moon 
rock collection has been endlessly 
absorbing, Studies of the rocks have 
changed some basic concepts about 
the universe. 

"Geologists take a very different 
approach because of the Apollo expe- 
rlenccv says Wendell W. Mendell, a 
planetary scientist at the Johnson 
Space Center. 

Knowledge gained from studies of 
the 842 pounds of moon rock have 
swept away centuries of legend and 
speculation about the Earth's nearest 
celestial neighbor. Lessons learned 
from the moon have expanded an 
understanding of how planets, such as 
the Earth, formed and evolved. 

For a while, thou^, when Apollo u 
returned from the first landing 15 
yeors. ago, the moon rocks and dust 
were treated as hazardous sut>- 
stnnces. 

Some scientists wahied of moon 
germs that could rage" unchecked 
across a defenseless Earth. Others 
were concerned that moon dust could 
be poison. 

Tliese views were considered 
extreme, but the National

Gowned, gloved and masked scien- 
tists tested the moon samples for 
disease, toxicity and for other ho- 
ards, The astronauts, meanwhile, 
were poked, probed and punctured 
_^a|lyfprblood.^ 

At the end of the three weeks, the 
■ astronauts, healthy and unaffected by 
moon dust, went home. 

NASA repeated the quarantine for 
the second and third Apollo landings 
before deciding that the lunar materi- 
al was harmless. 

. After the Initial tests, the lunar 
material was kept hi cabinets filled 
with dry nitrogen and preserved in 
two fire- and hurricane-proof vaults. 

In the years- since, more than 500 
scientists from around the world have 
tested and analyzed bits of the moon 
samples. Some 85 labs continue to 
study the rocks and whole libraries of 
scientific results have been published. 

From these studies, scientists have 
pieced together a rough outline of the 
moon's history, postulated theories on 
Its orlKin, posed questions about the 
history of the Earth and gained new 
ideas about the origin of life. 

Mendell said the moon samples are 
a window to the vast reaches of 
geologic time, to an age before man. 

On the moon, "you can go and look 
at things very early In the solar 
system; And then you have places 
here, on Earth, where you can look 
and sec how planets change and you 
can compare the two," Mendell said. 

The moon has the characteristics 
and chemistry of a planet, and scien- 
tists now consider the Earth and moon 
a double planetary system. The dy- 
namic Earth has changed constantly 
since It was formed but the moon Is 
preserved as an evolutionary Infant.

Victor Splglanin, whose last known 
address was Webster, Mass., was 
sclicduicd lor arralsnmenl Friday on 
six counts of obtaining money under 
false prctenSL's, a misdemeanor. 

Spi(;lanln was arrested Thursday 
after the niatia[;(;r ol ;i downtown 
hotel recofinized him as the man who 
had worked the scam on the manager 
in February, according to Delcclivc 
DonaldSchobel, 

Sdiolwl .laid Splglanin apparently 
had been succes,sful for decades in 
ptilllnn Jiis confidence game at hospi- 
tals In iiosion and Providence, 
"bccaiiic he's an old, harmless look- 
imjman," ■ ^ 

Spifiianiri's picture was plastered on 
Uie walls of nearly every hospital In 
Boston, where tiiroc warrants are 
oulslandinn for Spif;lanln's arrest, the 
detective said. 

'■Ho'sslick. lic'sall misdemeanors, 
petty theft and lie doesn't do much 
time inJail,".Scliol)oIsaid. 

He said Splglanin. iMtsiiig as the 
owner ol a truck that overturned with 
•a load of portable television Stits, met 
- Ills victims In hospital lobbies or 
parking lots. 

"He says he's got to net rid of them 
for S25 to $35 dollars apiece," Schobcl 
said. "Nobody would pa.ss that up.-; 
Matter of fact. I might even buy one. " \ 

The con man, who operated under 
the alias John Quinn.*wouJd take the 
money, arrange to deliver llic TV and 
then disappear, Sdiobcl said. 

His undoing was a scries of coin- 
cidences that camo toKctlier as Pro- 
vidence police wore starting, an In- " 
vcstlgatlon of a TV scam pulled oh 
three women at Rhode Island IIospl- 
tal. 

Schobel said another detective 
mentioned reading a column in the ^ 
Boston Globe about a man who had 
lieen stung for two television sets 
while vhsltUig his hospitalized wife. 
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Some of the moon rocks are the 
oldest pristine objects ever studied by 
man.' Blts"or the Apollo samples have 
been dated at more than 4 billion 
years old,- only a short time,, by 
geologic standards, after the solar 
system formed, 

By agiMlallng other rocks, scien- 
tists have leamed^that the moon was. 
batlered fof more than half.a hUllon 
years by meteorites and a^t«cgi^ — 
mountabi-slzed boulders thatwon- 
dered through space until captured by 
the moon's gravity and smashed t" 
the surface. 

When the battering stopped, vast, 
smooth-edged, circular craters re- 
mained. 

Deep beneath the moon's surface, 
rock melted and rose to the surface to 
flood the craters, creating the 
features that are seen as dark and 
smooth. Ancient astronomers imag- 
ined them to be seas, and most such 
features were given nautical names, 
such as the Sea of Tranquility where 
Apollo II landed. 

Scientists believe the moon has no 
water now, and never did. The chem- 
istry of the Apollo samples Indicate 
that the rocks formed In the absence ' 
of water. 

Nor is there any Indication of life on 



the moon. An exhaustive chemical 
analysis of lunar samples never 
turned up any of the compounds 
associated with living organisms. 

After the seas flooded with lava, the 
moon died, lis evolution halted. The 
airless lunar surface Is so quiet and 
unchanging that scientists predict the 
.footprints left by-ApoUo. astronauts- 
win lost for millions of years. 

Lunar craterlng has strengthened ' 
the concept that massive mcteors 
colliding with the Earth millions of 
years ago could have so altered con- 
ditions that early forms of life, such as 
the dinosaurs, would be wiped out. 

Unanswered by the Apollo adven- 
ture Is the basic question of the 
moon's origin. 

Some believe the moon was created 
In Its present position. Others believe 
it formed elsewhere hi the solar 
system and wandered about until it 
was captured by the Earth's gravity. 
Still others believe the moon was once 
partofthe'Earth, 

To answer such questions, most 
planetary scientists are eager for 
more moon visits. Such a small part of 
the moon has been explored that It Is 
possible the current Ideas will prove 
to be as wrong as the ancient belief hi 
lunar seas. 
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
